raises of up to 35 per cent over 
three years and a 100-per-cent 
increase in management's pen- 
sion contributions. Board guide- 
lines would limit pay increases 
to an average of 5.5 per cent a 
year. 


The board heard arguments 


for and against the contract 
Wednesday and Thursday, but 
adjourned without reaching a 
decision. 


"The adjournment was for 


the purpose of permitting the 
members of the board to give 
overnight consideration," a 
spokesman said.

But the Treasury responded 


with a brief statement, saying: 
"The administration does not 
support legislation 
introduced 


by Rep. Henry Reuss to raise 
the price of gold. Nothing in the 
remarks by Secretary Connally 
before the Economic Club of 


New York on Tuesday should 
be construed to reflect such 
support." 


The bill would devalue the 


dollar by raising the price of 
gold, now officially set at $35 
an ounce. The measure would 
allow the President to raise the 
price as much as 10 per cent. 


One of the main arguments 


against seeking dollar devalua- 
tion to settle 
the monetary 


deadlock has been difficulty in 
getting such a proposal through 
Congress. 


It was Reuss who proposed 


that Nixon refuse to redeem 
dollars for gold shortly before 
Nixon took that action Aug. 15. 
When Reuss made his proposal, 
the administration said it op- 
posed his idea. 


Since Aug. 15, when Nixon in 


effect removed the basis for the 
international monetary system 
by closing the gold window, 
currencies of most major coun- 
tries have floated against each 
other without fixed exchange 
rates.

interpreted, it "would prohibit 
all union activity financed by

The 
SWC champion is traditionally 
the host team in the Cotton 
Bowl. 


"The UbertiTBowl is a nat- 


ural for us," said Coach Frank 
Broyles. "We receive outstand- 
ing support in that area and I 
an anxious for the Razorbacks 
to play before our fans there. 
The game will be televised na- 
tionally and I am convinced the 
University of Arkansas will re- 
ceive treiiiendous exposure by 
its participation in the Liberty 
Bowl." 


It was reported Monday that 


Arkansas might receive a bid to 
the IJberty Bowl if it defeats 
Texas Tech Saturday. 


It was also reported that Ten- 


nessee would be extended an in- 
vitation provided the Volunteers 
defeat Kentucky Saturday.
